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The Pemphredoninae Wasps of 
"Biologiezentrum Linz" Collection in Linz, Austria 
(Hymenoptera, Apoidea, Crabronidae)

Abstract: The Pemphredoninae wasps of the following genera were examined:

All information on localities are given, however of common species only localities 
outside Central Europe are listed.

Introduction 


Last years I tried to identify nearly all Pemphredoninae of the Collection "Biologie- 
zentrum Linz" in Austria. However I did not examin the genus Diodontus CURTIS 1834, 
because E. Budrys (Vilnius, Lithuania) is working on a revision of this genus. I will 
determine this genus, as soon as a key for the palearctic region ts available. 


Complete information including the localities and the dates of capture is listed. With 
widespread and commonly found species the exact localities and dates of capture are 
listed only if they were found outside Central Europe.

Very similiar to female. Face with silvery hairs. Flagellomere comparatively short: 
flagellomeres 1-3 combined 2.6 times as long as scape; 6" flagellomere 1.5 times as long 
as wide. Flagellomeres 3-10 with narrowly elliptic tyloidea (on flagellomere 3 very 
small). I think this specimen could be the unknown male of Psen nepalensis.
